VERY -Chriftian mut believe there-is 


one God, and no more than one God: That this 
God is a pare ſpirit, the Lord and maker of 
Heaven and Earth, who has neither beginning 
nor end, but is always the ſame; is every where 
preſent, knows and ſees all things, can do all 
things whatſoever he pleaſes, and is infinite in 
all perfections.

Way of acknowledging his ſovereignty, and 
paying their homage to him: And in all 
ancient religions, true or falſe, this-worſhip 


of ſacrifice was always locked upon as 3 


ſolemn act of religion due to the gene 
which they worſhipped. 

2. In the law of nature, and in the law 
of Mefes, there were great variety of ſacri- 
ficesz ſome bloody (in which the victim was 
. . Hain Yotkers wil 7 Some are called Ho- 
Acala, or while burnt offerings, in which 

the whole hoſt, or victim was conſumed in 
fue upon God's _— for his honour and 
+: glory; 
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glory ; others were called /n offerings, 
which were offered for fins es. were 


offerings of thankſgiving 3 others, in fine, 


were pacific, or peace-offerings; Which 
were offered for obtaining favours of God, 
the word peace, in the Scripture ſtyle, 2 
nifying all manner of good and proſperity. 

. All theſe ſacrifices of the law of na- 
ture and the law of As 9 r, were of them- 
ſelves but ce and feebie elements, and on- 
ly figures of a ſacrifice to come, viz. that 
of Jeſus Chriſt; in conſideration of which 


ſacrifice only, and of the faith of the offer · 

ers by which they believed in this re- 
deemer to come, thoſe antient ſacrifices 
- were then accepted by the divine majeſty, 


when they were accompanied with the in- 
ward ſacrifice of the heart; but not for any 


_ Intrinſic worth or dignity of the things of- 


fered 3 for no other blood but the blood of 


. Chriſt could waſh away our fins. Hence in 


the 39th Pſalm, ſpoken in the perſon of 


Chritt to his Father, we read, facrefice and 


oblation thou didſt not defire, but thou haſt fit- 
ted a body for me. So St. Paul reads it. Heb. 
x. 5. Burnt-offering and fin-offering thou didit 


not raquire, then ſaid I, behold I coxre to give 
us to underſtand, that by reaſon of the in- 
ſufficiency of the ſacrifices of the old law, 


Chriſt himſelf would come to be our 


ſaerifice, and would offer up his own body 
aud blood for us. 
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4. Accordingly our Saviour Jeſus Chriſt 


at the time appointed by his Father, having 


taken fleſh for us, was pleafed to offer him- 
ſelf a ſacrifice for us all, dying upon the 
croſs for the ſins of the whole world. By this 
one offeriug, we were completely redeemed 
in as much as our ranſom was paid, and all 
mercy, grace and ſalvation were purchaſed 
for us. Neither can there now be any need 
of his dying any more, or purchaſing any 


other graces for us, than thoſe for which he 


has already paid the price of his blood. 

5. Nevertheleſs, for the daily application 
of this one eternal redemption to our ſouls, 
and that the mercy, grace, and ſalvation 


which he has purchafed for us may be actu- 
ally communieated to us, he not only conti- 


nually appears 'in our behalf in the ſanctuary 


of heaven, there repreſenting and offering 


to his Father his death and paffion for us, 
but has alſo inſtituted the he euchari/?, 


the night before his paffion, in which he 


hath bequeathed unto us his body and 
blood under the ſacramental veils, not on- 
iy to be received by us as a ſacrament for 

e food and nouriſhment of our ſouls, 


but alſo to be offered and preſented by his 
. miniſters to his father, (myſtieally broken 


and ſhed) as a ſacriſice: Not by way of a 
new. death, but by way of a ſtanding me- 
moxial of his death 5 a daily celebrating and 


EY repre- 
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repreſenting his death to God, and an ap- 
plying to our ſouls the fruits of it. 

6. The eucharaſtic ſaerifice of the body 
and blood of Chriſt, daily offered under 
ſorms of Bread and u ine, in gemembrance of 
his paſſion, is what we call the #o/e. This 
is the ſolemn liturgy of the catholic church. 
This is that pure offering made to God in eve- 
ry place among the Gentiles, according. to 
the prophecy of Malacbi, 1. v. 10, 11. By 
this, Chriſt is a prieſt for ever, according to 
the order of Miele hiſe ech, El. cix. whoſe ſa- 
crißce was bread and wine, Gen. xv: 
J. This ſacrifice of the maſs is the ſame in 
ſubſtance with that which Chriſt offered 
for us upon the croſs; becauſe both the 
victim offered and the prieſt or principa 2 
cer, is the ſame Jeſus Chriſt. The differ- 
ence is only in the manner of the offering; 
becauſe upon the croſs our Saviour offered 
himſelf in ſuch a manner, as really to 
ſhed his blood and die for us; whereas 
row he does not really ſhed his blood, nor 
die any more. And therefore this is called 
an anblocdy ſucrifice, and that of the croſs 4 
bloody ſacrifice. |

Allow no more time for your recreations 
than is neceſſary for thoſe ends for which 
recreations are allowable.

As in the beginning of your recreations 
ou ought to offer them up for the honour 
and glory of God, ſo you ought alſo fre- 
quently in the midſt of them to recollect 
yourſelf in God, inviting Jeſus Chriſt into 
your heart, and making aſpirations of love 
to him.

Of your Converſation. 


Tf any one offend not in words, he is a perfet? 
man, St. James iii. 2. There is no time in 
which a Chriſtian is obliged to be more upon 
his guard, than in his conver/ation : becauſe 
of the many ways we are liable to offend by 
the tongue, and the great prejudice-we are 
apt tb do others, or receive from others in 


converſation Upon which account alſo we 


ought to call God to our aſſiſtance, as often 
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as we go into company. Be as careful as 
you Can 1n the choice of the company with 
whom you converſe; and much more in the 
choice of the perſons whom you intend to- 
make your more familiar friends; and let 
virtue and chriſtian prudence be the firſt and 
chief qualifications you ſeek for in them. 

Let your diſcourſe be edifyiug, and chuſe 
as much as you can to ſpeak of God and 
good things; but this without oftentation, or 
ſeeming to take too much upon yourſelf. 
Speak not of what paſſes in your own inte- 
rior, only to your own director; and don't 
affect either to praiſe or diſpraiſe yourſelf: 
there is danger of vanity and ſelf-love in 
both the one and the other. 

Baniſh, as much as you can, from your 
converſation unprofitable curiolity, and all 
ſuch ſubjeCts as are vain and worldly : And 
when theſe things are treated of in your 
company, turn a deaf ear to them, as to 
things that concern you not. 

In all your converſation remember the 
preſence of God, and make frequent aſpi- 
rations to him: and let his preſence be a 
powerful reſtraint upon you, to keep you 
from detraction, immodeſt jeſts, and other 
ns, ſo common in converſation. |

When you come into any company, ſalute 

in ſeeret the guardian angels of the compa- 

ny, and beg that they would drive away the

Hear the word of God as often as you 
have an opportunity; call upon God in the 
beginning, and purify your ſoul as much as 
you can from all vain curioſity : Mind not 
the eloquence or action of the preacher, but 
attend to the truths he delivers: Don't ſay 
within yourſelf how well does this or that 


ſuit with this or that perſon ; but conſider 
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what ſvits with vourſelf, and lay it up in 
your mind for the rule of your conduct for 
the time to come. 5 : 
After hearing or reading the word of God, 
give thanks to his Divine Majeſty for the 
inſtructions he has given you therein. Single 
out ſome one more particular points for your 
practice that very day, and beg of God that 
he would imprint them on your ſoul, that 
you may remember them, and put them in 
execution.

| GAINST the fin of pride (which con- 
ſiſts in an inordinate love of one's own 
excellence, in thinking vainly or too well of 
one's ſelf,) divines preſcribe the following 
remedies: 1. To ſtudy and know one's ſelf, 
and often confider the meanneſs of our 
extraction, viz. The body from dirt and 
corruption, and the ſoul, from nothing; the 
infection of fin; the many miſeries of our 
| preſent condition; our perpetual reluctance 
to good; and an inclination to evil; the cer- 
tainty of death, and uncertainty of our eter- 
nal lot; and above all to conſider what a 
| deplorable figure a ſoul in mortal ſin makes 
in the ſight of God; how often this has 
been our caſe, if not ſo at preſent: Ah! 
what confuſion then, what horror, what an 
eternal dainnation have we deſerved! And 
after all dare we lift up our heads by pride?

contemptible both to God and man. And 
as for any real or ſolid good that we may 
have, we muſt ever remember whoſe gitts 
they are, what a ſtrict account we muſt one 
day give of them; that humility is the beſt. 
ornament and guardian of them; and that 
pride will not only make them uſeleſs, but 
even pernicious both to ourſelves and others.

glory. |
